WAMIUKGTOII, May 8.—The jury in the 


Uoxey case today returned a verdict 
finding Ouxey, Browne aiid Jones guilty 
of carrying banners on the 
capital 


grounds. On the charge of walking on 
the gnu98, Coxey and Browne were 
found guilty and Jones not guilty. A 
motion waa entered for a new trial. The 
judge's charge lo the jury left them 
hut little alternative but to convict, if 
they followed hia leading. Judge Miller 
granted the prisoners four days to lile 
papers for a new trial. The men were 
released on bonda, signed hy Frank 
Hume, a wholesale grocer. The convic- 
tion of Ooxey and Jones waa a surprise 
tothm-oui:noiiHealflyiiipattiixcre. Coxtjy 
said it was evident that this conviction 
waa not for what he had done, hut he- 
1'iuiae of thy principles in behalf of 
which ho had labored. 
Carl Urowno remarked: ''I was uur- 


uriaed at the conviction ol Brother 
Ooxey, because he waa plainly acquit- 
ted by the evidence of any technical 
violation of tho statutes. For my own 
part. 1 expected lo be convicted." 


Two weuku may elapae, during which 


they will be trco on bail, before a mo- 
tion for a new trial ia argued uud de- 
uided. Tho penalty provided by law ia 
the eamo for each oilense, vis: a line 
not to exceed $100 nnd imprisonment, in 
jail lor not more than sixty duya, or 
Iwth, within tlie discretion of the court. 


By a eurioiiH congressional error in_ a 


recent bill which ruorganiKud tho dis- 
trict courts, there is no appelato court 
to which a police court case can be cur- 
ried. The only method of appealing 
from Judge Miller's sentence will be by 
application to a higher court for write of 
1mbuns corpus ami certiorari. Attorney 
Lipacomb has announced that he will 
take thiBBtep if Ju«ij5« Miller overrules 
hia motion for a new trial. However, 
auch petition will not act as a stay of 
judgment to keep defendants from aerv- 
iiif* their eenumcea %vhile it is pending.

There WHS 
n, time no doubt when it might have 
been urged Unit in all probability the 
Rolnr elements were KO far different- from 
anybodies known to terrestrial chemists 
Unit Iho solar clouds must beeonstituted 
of Poiiii'tliiuB altogether beyond our cog- 
nizance. But this view cannot bo BUS- 
taiued in the present state of science. 


Nothing is more remarkable in tho re- 


cent advance of knowledge than the 
clear demonstration of tho fundamental 
unity between tho elements present in 
tliL-eelestiul bodies and those element 
of which tho earth is composed. It is no 
doubt true that wo have found ground* 
for believing that there miiy bo one or 
two elements inthetmii which wo do not 
find here. 


Wo huvo indeed assigned to theso 


dimly discerned elements tho hypothet- 
ical 'names of coronimn and helium. 
But even if mieh bodies exist at all they 
are certainly wanting in the csseiitiiil 
qualities that must bo attributed to any 
element which purports to be tho active 
component of tho photospherie clouds. 
There cannot be a reitsoimblo doubt that 
tl»> sun is nniinly composed of elements 
both well known and abundant on tho 
earth. It is clearly among theso kuowu 
boditw tliut it is our duty to search for 
tho characteristicphotospheric material. 


As tho terrestrial clouds consist of 


water they are derived not from a sim- 
ple clenumr, but from a composite body 
formed of tho gases—oxygen and hydro- 
gen. Tho inullitudoof composite bodies 
is, of course, innumerable, and I he task 
of cenrehiiig for tho solar constituents 
would therefore seem to be an endless 


one, 
unless we were in somu way en- 


abled to restrict tho field of inquiry. 
This is just what tho vast temperature 
of the sun permits us to do. It is well 
known that- at a heat resembling that ul 
which the photosphere is maintained 
chi'lineal compounds cannot in general 
exist. Ordinary chemical compounds cx- 


•d to temperatures of such elevation 


ire instantly resolved into their olemon- 
rary components. It is thus manifest 
that in tho endeavor to find the photo- 
«phi:rii) material we havo not to scan tho 
illimitable fluid of chemical compounds. 
We have only to consider tlio sever ' 
jlumciiuiry bodie.s themselves. 


Thus at oneo the research is narrowcc 


to n choice among some 04 different ma 
tcrial*, this being about tin- number ol 
MIL- different elementary bodies. Mosto 
them have already been actually do 
reeled in tho Pun, and it is very likelj 
that Iho others do really exist, there nlw

A monarch among poisonous snakes is 


ho cnormouH hamadryad, which grows 
o ho as much na 14 feet in length and 
s so fierce that it will sometimes attack 
and even chaso any ono who ventures 
icar to its nest. Native snake charmers, 
who will handle- tho fiercest cobras fear- 
cssly, nro usually loath to touch a ha- 
nadryad, though I have occasionally 
Been a largo specimen of this venomous 
reptile in their bags. It lays ils eggs in 
a heap of decaying leaves, which it col- 
lects for tho purpose, and Ki(s upon tho 
top to keep off intruders. A road through 
tho jungle will sometimes bo closed 
against, all. comers by a pair of these 
snakes, and woo betide tho unfortunate 
traveler who stumbles unawares upon 
tho nest. Tho hamadryad feeds largely 
upon other Riiakcs, but it is fortunately 
somewhat rare. Curiously enough, it is 
not always aggressive. Indeed it some- 
tiuiew happens that it in quito unwilling 
to strike. Superficially it ia not unliko 
a- harmless rock snake, and not very 
long ago in Bnrmali a mail brought ono 
in from tho jungle and kept it loose in 
hift house for somo days under tho im- 
pression that H was ono of those crea- 
tures. During tho whole of its captivity 
it never attempted to Into any ono, and 
its captor, who had l>ecn familiarly pull- 
ing it about by tho (ail, \vaa only ap- 
risnl of his mistake by a forest officer 
who luippened to turn up and who knew 
i good deal about minker. It is easy to 
;magino the hasto with which the aum- 
eur Miakocharsncr proceeded to dispose 
jf hin captive.—McClnrc's Magazine.
